The barrel was really not a 
barrel, if the photographs were 
reliable, but a highly polished 
keg-size receptacle. It takes on 
a certain wistful nostalgic aspect, 
and we have a sneaking idea the 
psychologists could explain it. It 
might, for example, illustrate 
what was wrong with some of 
the advice the President had from 
certain members of his cabinet. 
These men were, the barrel seems 
to say, looking back at the past 
and trying to recreate it, in- 
stead of realizing that the year 
2,000 was being born while they 
thought about cracker barrels. So, 
of course, was the sputnik. 


The cracker barrel, as we re- 
call it, was a full-sized affair 
which was never too far from 
the wheel of “rat” cheese. For 
a nickel one could get a good 
thick, pleasantly pungent slice of 
cheese and all the crackers one 
wished. Sardines were a nickel 
a can, the Maine variety, well- 
soaked in cotton-seed oil. For a 
dime a man could dine sump- 
tuously on cheese and sardines. 
The wealthy would open a can 
of yellow cling peaches, price 
one dime. 


Pot-Bellied Stove 


In winter there was a pot- 
bellied stove and a wooden dry 
goods box beside it full of coal, 
or wood, depending on the loca- 
tion. There was a sawdust-filled 
box for the tobacco chewers, but 
they were not always careful. 
There was always one fellow who 
would spit on the stove just to 
hear it hiss and fry. 


A favorite pastime in winter 
was to stick a chunk of rat cheese 
on a pocket knife blade and toast 
it near the red-hot spot on the 
curving belly of the stove. 


Perhaps a boyhood memory 
isn’t too good but most of the 
talk, which was done in winter 
when crops were laid by, was 
the talk of discontent. Perhaps 
in other areas, say the Midwest, 
this may not have been true. But 
in the Southeast it was true. 

In New England, as we read 
history, most of the farm talk 
of the period which Mr. Hum- 
phrey celebrates was about 
whether to pull up stakes and go 
west where land was better and 
a man could homestead if he 
chose. 

In the Southern border states 
the talk was mostly about the 
price of corn, wheat and mules 
and the inability to compete with 
the Midwestern states. The cot- 
ton South had more commissary 
stores than the traditional cross- 
roads store operated by a canny 
merchant. The commissaries, by 
putting up prices to fantastic 
levels, could give credit.

Speaking for the court, Justice 
Hugo L. Black dismissed the argu- 
ment that the Railway Labor Act 
placed such complaints under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional Railroad Adjustment Board. 


“This court,” he said, “has em- 
phatically and repeatedly ruled 
that an exclusive bargaining 
agent under the Railway Labor 
Act is obligated to represent all 
employes in the bargaining unit 
fairly and without discrimination 
because of race, and has held 
that the courts have power to pro- 
tect themselves against such in- 
sidious discrimination.” 


TEXAS EMPLOYES 


The issue was raised by a 
group of former Negro employes 
at the Houston, Tex., freight 
house of the Texas & New Orleans 
Railroad. 

They complained that in May, 
1954, the railroad without notice 
abolished 45 jobs—all held by Ne- 
groes. But they said the company 
promptly hired white workers to 
do the same work and even hired 
back some of the Negroes, but 
without any seniority. 

All of the Negroes belonged to 
Local 6051 of the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Steamship Clerks, 
while the white workers were 
members of Local 28 of the same 
union. 

In seeking help from the fed- 
eral courts, the discharged Ne- 
groes complained that their local 
was “a segregated, inferior unit 
of the brotherhood” and did not 
give them the job protection re- 
quired by law. 


LACK OF JURISDICTION

over southwest Atlanta with 
noises described by frightened 
residents variously as ‘“‘terrific 
rumbling,” “like a freight train” 
and “like a squadron of B29s.” 
Maximum wind velocity record- 
ed at the Atlanta Weather Bureau 
at the airport was only 40 m.p.h., 
but forecaster A. C. Gibson said 
the destructive winds may have 
been spawned by “a high-level 
tornado that didn’t touch ground.” 


INCH OF RAIN 

One inch of rain was the offi- 
cial figure registered at the 
weather bureau Monday. There 
were scattered reports of sewers 
overflowing shortly after the 
storm diminished. 

Leaves swept into a storm 
sewer by rains backed water 
into at least one basement on 
Stillwood drive, NE, between 
Briarcliff and Rosedale roads, 
and threatened homes at street 
level. Traffic was blocked, and a 
car struck a truck stalled in the 
street pool. 

The brunt of the storm hit Cas- 
cade Heights and West End about 
7:10 to 7:20 p.m. Many persons 
said their electric clocks had 
stopped at about 7:16 p.m. as a 
power blackout blanketed a wide 
portion of the southwest area. 


DODGES TIMBER 

There were some startled At- 
lantans who experienced narrow 
escapes during the storm. Patrol- 
man W. W. Garrett, working on 
Lee street near Gordon street 
when the blow struck, said he 
turned a corner and “‘jumped out 


of the way of a big piece of | 


timber’ as it whistled by in the 
air.

Co. on York avenue, said he and | 
his sales manager, Bob /Yar- | 


brough, “hit the deck” in their 
office seconds before the vicious 
winds demolished the Modern 
Auto Service garage next door. 
Owner Cy Young said the con- 
crete-block garage had been built 
only six months ago. A large 
gas heater hanging from the ga- 
rage ceiling was hurled across 
the street by the storm’s fury.

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Adlai Gives Boost 
To Hopes for Unity 


The conferences which began yester- 
day between Adlai Stevenson and Secre- 
tary of State Dulles concerning the com- 
ing NATO meeting should be helpful, 
especially to the secretary if he is really 
intent on seeking advice and a bipartisan 
approach to foreign policy. 

In his interview prior to the meet- 
ings, Mr. Stevenson outlined objectives 
which certainly are desirable and which 
do not differ a great deal from the stated 
objectives of the administration. But it 
is not so much the objectives with which 
we are concerned but with methods of 
achieving them. Certainly Mr. Dulles has 
not been too successful toward that end. 


The first order of business, as Mr. 
Stevenson says, must be to rebuild mu- 
tual confidence with our allies in the 
Atlantic Pact. And France, angry with 
the United States and Britain about our 
furnishing meager arms to the Tunisians, 
shows how difficult that task is. The Rus- 
sians, too, still are devoting a major part 
of their foreign policy effort toward de- 
stroying NATO. 


Surely of equal importance is the task 
of preventing “Communist breakthroughs” 
in underdeveloped areas. It is in these 
areas where the Russians are carrying 
on campaigns of aid, subversion and 
propaganda. Such a massive breakthrough 
recently occurred in Syria, putting the 
Communists squarely astride the supply 
lines between Western Europe and its 
vital oil sources in the Middle East. 


The fact that President Eisenhower 
himself will journey to Europe for the 
NATO meeting is proof enough of how 
seriously the administration views the 
new situation in the world. To meet the 
increasing long-range Soviet pressures in 
all fields, only a united free world suc- 
cessfully can cope with the threat. 


Achievement of a measure of unity 
in our own country is a necessary first 
step. The coming session of Congress 
nevertheless is very likely to be one of 
the most turbulent in years. 

The job of policy making of necessity 
must remain with the administration 
which has’ the responsibility. That is why 
Mr. Stevenson was right in declining an 
invitation to head a group to formulate 
policy for the NATO meeting. Yet his 
prestige gives him great value as a con- 
sultant. 

Meanwhile, the country needs all the 
ideas it can get from its best brains. The 
contest we are in goes beyond partisan- 
ship and calls for the harnessing of all 
our resources of energy and intellect. 


Those Backing Primary 


Are Growing in N umbers 


Joining the growing ranks of. those 
who will honor the results of the Atlanta 
city primary, the self-styled Democratic 
City Executive Committee announces its 
support of the entire slate of candidates 
nominated in last May’s voting. 

This group, it will be remembered, 
attempted to organize a slate of “Demo- 
cratic” nominees—including some of those 
nominated in May—to run in the gen- 
eral election: Its efforts never got off 
the ground. Citizens of the community 
just were not interested in this move 
which sounded much like a bolt of the 
primary results. 

It has been demonstrated rather well 
that Atlantans are willing to abide by 
the primary results and want no heated 
general election campaign. Only Mayor 
William B. Hartsfield has opposition, with 
Lester Maddox, restaurant owner, in- 
sisting on seeking that office. He re- 
fuses to take the hint provided in the 
failure of those who exerted rather 
strenuous efforts to dispyte the primary 
results. Atlantans thus must vote in large 
numbers on Dec. 4 to reaffirm their de- 
cision.

Cost Squeeze Tightens 


Its Noose for Farmers 


The U.S. Department of Agricuiture’s 
prediction yesterday that farm production 
costs will continue to rise next year 
means thousands of farmers, especially 
small operators, are facing doom. 

The number of farms in Georgia de- 
creased from a peak of 311,000 in 1920 to 
170,000 in 1956. With no letup in the 
offing for agriculture’s cost-price squeeze, 
the trend toward fewer farm units is 
bound to continue. 

Industry in the immediate future will 
be depended upon to take up the slack, 
even more so than it is now. Population 
shifts will continue to follow the present 
pattern with a relatively few urban-area 
counties absorbing the bulk of the migra- 
tion from rural counties. The only fore- 
seeable factor that can slow or possibly 
halt the trend is the industrialization of 
more areas that traditionally have been 
agricultural. 

If that can be acomplished it not only 


will save the economic lives of many com- 
munities but will enable owners of farms 
to obtain jobs and at least to continue a 
part-time farm operation. 

In that way they can retain ownership 
of the land. And in the years to come that 


land again is going to be needed to sup-” 


ply the food and fiber to meet the de- 
mands of a growing population.

Teachers Get a Break 


From Regents’ Action 


The Georgia Board of Regents has 
made it easier for teachers in the state 
to improve the quality of instruction. 


The regents have done that by giving 
Georgia State College for Women at 
Milledgeville and Georgia Teachers Col- 
lege at Statesboro the right to offer grad- 
uate courses leading to a Master’s de- 
gree in education. 

Graduate work thus becomes more 
easily accessible, as until now the ad- 
vanced courses in education have been 
offered only at the University of Georgia. 

The regents’ action is in keeping with 
the times. 

Dr. Robert E. Lee, president of GSCW, 
said in announcing the graduate courses 
that will begin in the summer of 1958: 

“The public schoolteacher in Geor- 
gia 30 years ago had only two years of 
training as the standard. Within the past 
10 years, the norm became four years. 
. . « With the launching of the Sputnik 
and the renewed insistence on quality 
education at every level, we can expect 
five years to be the norm in the next 
decade. GSCW and Georgia Teachers 
College can offer no greater service to 
the cause of better schools than by offer- 
ing a Master’s program designed to 
strengthen the instruction of our class- 
room teachers.” 

What the Board of Regents has done 
to make this possible is commendable. 

The board will further serve the cause 
of education by continuing to encourage 
teacher training at Georgia State Col- 
lege in Atlanta. 


Muscular Dystrophy Is 
Mysterious and Deadly 


What has been accomplished in this 
country in disease conquest through the 
cooperative efforts of the people them- 
selves is not a new story. It has brought 
about such results as the Salk polio vac- 
cine and many other spectacular suc- 
cesses. 

But there still remain a few ailments, 
some of them invariably fatal, about 
which little is known. Such a disease 
is muscular dystrophy, which affects 
thousands annually and which thus far is 
incurable. 

Until fairly recently there was no or- 
ganized effort in research or patient care 
for this baffling killer. Those afflicted had 
to live out their days in progressively in- 
creasing paralysis and pain. 

Today a start has been made in the 
battle against it. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of America, Inc. has under- 
taken building of the first Institute for 
Muscle Diseases in the world. Ground was 
broken last month in New York City and 
thanks to voluntary contributions by the 
public should go into use very shortly. 

Meanwhile, the Georgia chapter of 
the association is carrying out a state- 
wide drive for funds to carry on this 
needed work. Each of us should do his 
part, as have in so many other worth- 
while causes which affect everyone, to the 
end that muscular dystrophy will no long- 
er be a mystery nor a threat to our- 
selves and our children.

If that is 
done, the new third party could 
not possibly cause the loss of a 
single Democratic committee post 
in Congress. 

A strong new state party in 
Georgia is the only means by 
which we will ever rid ourselves 
of the county unit rule and there- 
by restore democracy to this 
state, or restore the full rights of 
citizenship to the 70 per cent of 
our population now disfranchised 
by that outrageous rule. 

If a new third party will re- 
store democracy to Georgia, let 
it come.

State’s Small Towns Faced 
With Struggle for Survival 


Metropolitan areas are rightfully disturbed over the current trends 
of urbanization. With the huge influx of people large cities look to 
the future with uncertainty as they are reminded that present facilities 
are nowhere near adequate to answer future demands, 


But in placing the critical sit- 
uation under the spotlight, no 
‘room was reserved on the stage 
for the coexistent problems the 
trend has brought about in the 
rural areas. We have observed 
many warnings to the urban cen- 
ters, read much of what needs to 
be done in preparing for the mi- 
gration. But we have read noth- 
ing about what can be done by 
rural areas to retain their popu- 
lace. We have heard no sug- 
gestions as to how the small 
towns might combat the death- 
dealing trend. 


With the small communities the 
problem is not too few schools, 
but too few pupils. It is not where 
to build the next shopping dis- 
trict, but how to keep present 
business enterprises prosperous. 

It would seem that the state, 
with nods from the metropolitan 
centers, could direct a great deal 
of its attention and remedial 
action toward the small towns 
that are threatened with eco- 
nomic drought, as well as toward 
expanding the facilities of the 
population centers. It could be 
done through the Department 
Commerce and 


through * such 

agencies as the partially state- 

subsidized Industrial Develop- 
. 


ment Branch of Georgia Tech. 
Smaller counties would be greatly 
assisted by a statewide survey, as 
they would by more direct assist- 
ance in a great many areas. 

There is, of course, much that 
can be accomplished by the towns 
themselves. Towns that are not 
progressive need entertain no 
hopes of progress. But the fact 
remains that nearly all need help 
in facing this crisis that will sure- 
ly be fatal to some. 

Let it not be ignored that the 
stalks of the urban areas might 
break with fruit. But to forget 
that much of the fruit of the rural 
areas is drying on the stalk will 
cost this great state heavily.

LONDON, Nov. 18—Britain and 
France have agreed to link their 
electricity systems. 

This project, which has been 
discussed for several years, is 
expected to be completed by the 
winter og 1960-61, Reginald 
Maulding, the paymaster general, 
told the House of Commons today. 

The total cost will be about 
$11,200,000, which will be split. 
by the two countries. Maulding 
estimated the total annual saving | 


for the two at $840,000. He did.

The two also will gain finan- 
cially insofar as they will not have 
to provide additional facilities to 
meet peak daily and seasonal de- 
mands. 


What makes the project eco- 
nomically feasible is the fact that | 
the times of these demands vary | 
between the two countries. The 
normal British peak is between 
8 and 9 o'clock in the morning | 
and that in France several hours 
later.

Another reason is said | 
to be that the Frenchman tradi- 
tionally eats a light breakfast 
while the Briton likes a substan- 
tial one. 


SEASONAL FACTORS 


Seasonal factors also vary. The 
hydroelectric stations that supply 
much of France’s power suffer 
from water shortages in the late 
summer when Britain's coal-burn- 
ing plants are operating below 
capacity. 

In the winter when the British 
system is overloaded, France has 
more than enough water to power 
its turbines. 


When the project was first dis- 
cussed, a British link was envi- 
saged with the entire continental 
grid system extending from Scan- 
dinavia to Spain and Italy. The 
present plan does not call for 
that link, but it is believed here 
that step may be taken eventu- 
ally.

1. In the May 8th Primary, which was financed by the candi- 
dates’ entry fees, the issues were presented to the people and the 
voters made thejr choice. More than 71,000 people were interested 
enough to go to the polls to participate. 

2. The chief danger in this General Election is that a handful 
of people who do not believe in the lawful Primary election can go 
to the polls and make it possible for a candidate to “sneak in” by 
the back door and defeat those who came in by the front door of 
Atlanta’s election system. In other words, a few hundred people voting 
in a General Election could, by a machine vote or by a write-in vote 
for a candidate who did not run in the Primary, overthrow the choice 
of 71,000 people who voted in the Primary.

Stonewalls 


Everybody ought to have a visit from Harnett Kane now and 
then, just as every plow hand probably should be caught in an 
electrical storm once in a while. 

The round-faced, smiling Mr. Kane is (like a summer storm) 
a deluge, a downpour, a brisk display of thunder and lightning 
... and he always jars this plow hand right out of her furrow! 

In town to speech-make and sign autographs in his new book, 
“The Gallant Mrs. Stonewall,” last week, Harnett dropped by for 
a visit. He came in at a dead gallop, bristling with clippings, notes 
and a well-worn, well-penciled copy of his new book, dropped off 
his hat and coat, apologized for being two and a half minutes late, 
greeted another visitor he remembered from having been inter- 
viewed by her in New Orleans in 1946, lighted a cigarette (mean- 
while reminding us all that I don’t smoke, something my closest 
friends keep forgetting) and settled down for a leisurely, easy 
interview. 


Four or five people dropped by. He remembered all their 
names, the details of their last meeting and what they’ve been 
writing. The phone rang four times and three of the calls were 
for him and the fourth was from a United Daughter of the Con- 
federacy who asked me to apologize to Mr, Kane because she 
missed his speech earlier in the day. 


It’s all a little hazy now. I’ve had a sort of punchy feeling 


since Mr. Kane bid me a nice, mannerly farewell and walked out 
the door. But I THINK the gist of our interview was this: 


He came to Atlanta for one day to speak to the Civil War 
Round Table, Theta Sigma Phi and the Georgia Writers, to be inter- 
viewed on radio and television, to autograph books and to call on 
Miss Margaret Preston, of 4272 Garmon Rd., NW, a Stonewall 
Jackson connection who aided him materially with letters. 

This was the 27th city he has visited in the month “The Gal- 
lant Mrs. Stonewall’ has been out. He has met 195 people whose 
names were Stonewall Jackson Something-or-Other, including the 
premier authority on Jackson in Clarksburg, W.Va., a man named 
Stonewall Jackson Birshtein. (Harnett autographed a book to this 
gentleman’s wife, ‘For the Gallant Mrs. Stonewall Birshtein.”’) 


He has met 40 Mary Anna Jackson Something-or-Others, stayed 
at the Stonewall Jackson Hotel in Clarksburg, ridden on countless 
Stonewall and Jackson streets and passed by, but not tarried at, 
the Stonewall Jackson Billiard Parlor and the Stonewall Jackson 
Beauty Salon. He autographed books on Jackson at the Abraham 
Lincoln Book Shop in Chicago and his heart lifted to see that, for 
his visit anyhow, the Confederate flag flew over this store. 


He found people in England and France who knew well Jack- 
son’s deathbed speech and he’s had it quoted to him so many times 
that he is convinced his own leave-taking will be to the words: 
“Let us cross over the river and rest under the shade of the trees.” 
He had trouble with that deathbed scene in writing his book, he 
said, because there were so many witnesses—‘‘a few who were 100 
miles away at the time’—and he had to struggle “to winnow out 
the guff and the treacle.” 

But from writing the book (Statistics: Read 3,000 letters, inter- 
viewed 250 people, worked in 10 states and-Paris and London) 
he emerged with a new admiration and affection for Stonewall 
who was, “Let’s not kid ourselves, an odd-ball.”’ 


“He was an awkward man and uneasy and a hypochrondriac, 
of course, but he was a very appealing man. That diet of his they

Life in Yugoslavia in many ways is similar to life 
in America. Employment of women outside the home 
is reaching an all-time high in Yugoslavia but so it is 


in America. 


Why are the women working—well, for the same 
reason a great many American women do. They 
want more things for their families. 


Seats at the Zagreb opera 
are as difficult to get as they 
are in America. Book stores in 
Zagreb would do credit to most 
in America. The museums are 
filled with visitors who seem to 
be in deep study of the great 
masterpieces. 


Yugoslav teen-agers go to col- 


lege in sweaters and skirts, sing 
American rock ’n’ roll and are 
most proficient in a jitterbug 
dance. 

Night clubs are night clubs 
in Zagreb or Atlanta. There’s a 
cover charge, music and danc- 
ing.

I was impressed by the warm, 
simple response to our own 
overtures to be friendly, and by 
their dignity—their desire to 
hold to high standards of cul- 
ture and family living under 
difficult economic conditions and 
in the shadow of ever-present 
secret police. 


There is great emphasis on 
family unity. Zagreb families 
are closely knit; they have time 
to spend with one another and 
to do things as a family group. 

The homes I saw were im- 
maculate despite the fact that 
many things we take for grant- 
ed—vacuum cleaners, refrigera- 
tors, fancy ranges, detergents 


and such things—are virtually 


unknown. 


Yugoslavian women in many 


ways are extremely plain. Be- 
cause clothes are expensive, 
few women have new clothes or 
well-fitting ones. There is a 
great distinction between ‘“‘city 
women” who dress in Ameri- 
can-style suits, house dresses or 
blouses and skirts, and “village 
women” commonly referred to 
as peasants by the city folks. 

The peasants dress in all 
black or drab, dark colors for 
their everyday living. The beau- 
tiful white dresses so elaborate- 
ly hand embroidered in vivid, 
colorful designs are being worn 
less and less, usually only for 
special occasions — weddings, 
holidays or family affairs. 
While all seem very proud of 


their national dress (each re-

Geniuses Seeking 


Geniuses To Marry

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (@—Have genius, 
marry same. 

That’s the aim of a “Lonely Genius Club” with 
a shortage of women. Male members are looking for 
patriotic girl-type geniuses who are willing to wed and 
produce future generations of geniuses. 

How do you know you have 
what it takes to make the 1.Q. 
set? Talk to Walter Breen, a 
genial genius who organized 28 
other lonesome intellectuals 
from coast to coast. Breen, a 
27-year-old bachelor and Colum- 
bia University pre-med stu- 
dent, has kept his genius burn- 
ing over the problem since 1953. 
He claims he can spot a fellow 
genius through several hours’ 
talk and a 14-page test he de- 
vised for the purpose. 

“Genius must marry genius 
for the good of the country. One 
reason we don’t have a Sputnik 
up there is that we don’t have 
enough geniuses. Russia pam- 
pers them and is believed try- 
ing to set up a race of geniuses 
through eugenics. 

“A LITTLE GENIUS” 


“When two true geniuses 
marry, they usually produce a 
little genius. Without this qual- 
ity in both parents, chances of 
getting a genius in the family 
are about one in a million,” 
said Breen, who is one of about 
200 persons in the United States 
with an I1.Q. close to 200. 

He did four years’ work and 
got a B.A. degree at Johns Hop- 
kins University in one year. He 
also was named “‘Genius of the

organization. We believe there's 
a bit of genius in everyone ha 
the trend is to smothx genius 
with conformity.

PERSONAL TRAGEDY 


“Most geniuses I know are 
men. They’re lonely and look- 
ing for others like themselves. 
The life of a genius in this 
country is lonely and frus- 
trating. Most persons have a 
hostile anti-intellectual feeling 
that produces academic fos- 
silism.”’ 

Hard put for genius dates 
(he knows only four single fe- 
male geniuses—two under 15 
years and two over 50), Breen 
admits taking beautiful-but- 
dumb (1.Q. 140) types to con- 
certs and the ballet. But he 
holds that marriage must be a 
meeting of the minds... 

“It would be a personal trag- 
edy for us both if I married a 
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nongenius. A genius can’t 
share more than a fraction of 
life with a. wife of ordinary 
mental ability. A marriage 
should be a partnership and you 
can’t have that if one partner 
is stupid. Besides, a non-genius 
would find me or any other 
genius hard to get along with,” 
he said. + 


Could the male ego withstand 
the erosions of living with a 
woman who's a genius to boot? 

“Certainly—if he’s a true 
genius. I know a husband and 
wife (geniuses, naturally) who 
have been married 20 years and 
the honeymoon isn’t over yet,” 
he said. Clearly a stroke of 
genius.

though of poor design and qual- 
ity. 

Few Yugoslav women wear 
make-up so their faces have a 
plainness we are not accustom- 
ed to seeing. Lipstick, powder, 
perfumes and nail polish are on 
display, but with limited money 
few can afford such frivolities. 
Yet bleached and henna hair is 
quite common. 

There were two extremes in 
Yugoslav women—their general- 
ly beautiful, alert, expressive 
eyes that seem to take in every- 
thing, and their heavy, _ill- 
fitting, fashionless shoes. I 
guess shoes have to be made 
that way because almost no one 


has an automobile. Everyone 
walks everywhere including 
five-mile “walks” up to the 


mountains and back on Sun- 
day. I wore out two pairs of 
American shoes in less than 
three weeks. 

There is a terrific shortage of 
housing in Zagreb. A central 
housing bureau allocates space. 
Even though you own a house 
you must double up and let other 
families move in. 

Many families have just two 
rooms: often three or four fam- 
ilies live in one house. They 
have certain hours to use the 
one kitchen and the one bath. 

This is one of the biggest prob- 
lems that face young couples 
who want to get married. They 


must put their names on a list 
at the housing bureau and then 
wait for a vacancy. Sometimes 
this means two or three years. 
Meantime, if they do get mar- 
ried they have to move into the 
already crowded home of either 
his or her family. 


One of the girls who worked 
at the American Exhibit at the 
Trade Fair had been married 
two years. She continued to live 
with her family, her husband 
with his family because neither 
had room for an additional per- 
son. 

NEW APARTMENTS 


Few new homes are being 
built but blocks of new mod- 
ern designed apartment build- 
ings are being built. Often these 
are built by a company for their 
employes who occupy them in 
order of seniority. In actuality 
there are many drawbacks and 
construction is slow. 

Living costs in American dol- 
lars are unbelievably low. Re- 
cently the Yugoslav government 
has tried to lure tourists by giv- 
ing them an exchange of 400 
dinars per American dollar. The 
native rate is 300 dinars. A dou- 
ble, corner room in the best ho- 
tel is about 4.50 per day; most 
menus are a la carte, but a 
meal of soup, meat, salad, des- 
sert, bread and hot water for 
instant coffee (they charge for 
this) is about $1.50.

National Council on Alcoholism 
Tuesday evening. 


Dr. Alfred Agrin, first speaker | © 
fn a projected series of monthly 
talks on alcoholism, said alcoho- 
lics “seem to be shocked each 
time they find out they have been 
drunk again.” 

This happens fo matter how 
many times they have been 
drunk before, he said. An in- 
ability to learn from past ev- 
perience, Dr. Agrin added, is 
“perhaps the main psychological 
characteristic of the alcoholic.”’ 

Dr. Agrin, psychiatric consul- 
tant for the Georgian Commission 
and associate. professor, Emory 
School of Medicine, defined an 


alcoholic as “‘a person for whom 


the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages becomes the most im- 
portant thing in life.” 

He added: ‘“‘He’s someone who 
just must have a drink.” 


Alcoholics retain two major | 


cheracteristics of children, Dr. 
Agrin said: (1) They don’t like 
to wait for what they want, and 
(2) when under pressure, 
tend to seek escape, often going 
into “a state of collapse.” 

“They take a drink to tide 
them through their frustration,” 
said Dr. Agrin. ‘Then they get 
drunk. Then they are shocked 
to find out they got drunk again.” 

Psychiatry “has not been very 
successful” in curing alcoholism, 
the psychiatrist admitted. How- 
ever, neither has the church hor 
society been very successful in 
their fight against the problem, 
he pointed out.

He’s certainly qualified 
for the position he now occupies be- 
cause, as he quips: “‘I spent ten years 
in college.”” He was a Phi Beta Kappa 
at Alabama. 


He’s right at home with the foot- 
ball crowd, for he was a star lineman 
at Valdosta and Alabama. Later he 
served as a varsity coach under the 
late Frank Thomas at Alabama and 
coached an intramural team at Har- 
vard. He was a football official for 
several years.

“Speed, power and deception are,” he continued, “‘the most im- 
portant factors in football. Arid coaches who stress power and de- 
ception before speed won't win. There’s no substitute for speed. 

“I'd like to say,” Langdale said, “that coaching is 75 to 90 per 
cent of football. “But, of course, you have to have material to 
coach. And ends are, in my opinion, the most important athletes on 
a team. Look around and you'll see that teams with good ends 
aren’t losing.”

Cold, Water Needed 


For Georgia Ducks 


By JIM CARSON 

It's the same story on ducks. We need more cold weather, and 
if jump shooting on Georgia rivers is to be good, we need more 
water. 

Bill Davis, U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service regional game super- 
visor, gave this report Monday afternoon on ducks: 

“The lakes and rivers in Florida seemed to be 
loaded with ducks. There are reports of lots of 
birds in North Carolina and in Tennessee around 
Hiawassee Lake. 

“But in Georgia it’s not so good .. . yet. 
There have been a few around Cartersville on 
Allatoona and a few around Lake Lanier. Also a 
very few have been reported on Sinclair and Jim 


“Our office has reports that most of the 
ducks are still in Maryland, Virginia and the 
Susquehanna flats. It will just take some cold 
weather to move them.”’ 

As for more water, Davis explained that some

rains would bring the streams up and give the ducks a better 
piace to sit out. 


MORE ON DUCKS—Atlantans Graham Holt, Billy Mitchell and 
Glenn Griffin reported seeing some two or three hundred mallards 
and some wood ducks on Jim Woodruff. As Holt put it, “With the 
aid of some decoys and a good boy calling, we managed to get 
our limit.”’ . James Cheves Jr. (Atlanta) also reported some 
mallard kills on the Chattaheochee River above Norcross.

Who is Willy Ley? Willy Ley, 52, was born in Berlin, Germany. At 
intervals between 1920 and 1926 he attended the university there 
and at Koenigsberg. A specialist in zoology, Ley became a science 
fiction writer with rockets his main preoccupation. He inspired and 
ran a 1,000 member world rocket organization. He became an exile 
from Nazi Germany in 1935, an established writer in New York, 
and a U.S. Citizen in 1942. He is the author of many books, includ- 
ing “The Exploration of Mars” published last year. In 1955, Ley 
wrote for the Chicago Sun-Times a series of articles on “the forth- 
coming man-made satellite circling the earth in outer space.” } 
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We are now in the Age of Space. For most 
people the age began when Russia’s Sputnik be- 
gan beeping from the sky. But did you know the 
first rocket in all history to climb above the earth 
to a height of 250 miles was fired by the United 
States in 1949? ... And that the first space 
science fiction story was published in 1870?

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Georgians On The Move 


Dark Cloud of Out-Migration 


In State Has a Silver Lining

A Georgia Tech research econ- 
omist has spotted a silver lining 
on the dark overcast of out-mi- 
gration that is

jor investigation 7™ “esteomery 
of trends which underscore both 
the extent and severity of the 
population redistributions which 
are under way in the state. 

He notes that nearly three 
fourths (115) of Georgia’s coun- 
ties have lost population since 
1950 — with over a fourth of 
them losing at a very heavy rate. 

Also,. he points out, only 19 
counties have had a rapidly in- 
creasing population in the past 
seven years. 

But, Dr. Fulmer adds: 

“The greater concentration of 
population in some counties at the 
expense of the majority 
should not be viewed with alarm. 

“On the one hand it makes 
those areas with gains more effi- 
cient in national markets and 
therefore better markets for 
Georgia products. 

“On the other hand, it speeds 
up much needed adjustments of 
the agricultural counties which 
have been in the process of great 
technological change for some 
time. 

“As farms become larger with 
more complete mechanization, 


they will also become more effi- 


cient and therefore better compe- 
titors in the nation’s markets for 
raw materials.” 


SIGNIFICANT CHANGES 


The IDB _ population study 
shows that although many coun- 
ties have maintained since 1950 
the same trends that were evident 
from 1940-50, there have been 
some significant changes. 

For example, the number of 
counties gaining population 
dropped from 61 in the 1940-50 
period to just 44 in the past sev- 
en years. 

However, the number of coun- 


natural increase by importing 
populatio nhas risen from 17 in 
the earlier period to 19 since 
1950. 

The higher total includes five 
counties which have emerged as 
migration magnets since 1950—Co- 
lumbia, Liberty, Lowndes, Peach 
and Wayne.

A significant aspect of Geor- 
gia’s population shifts since 1950 
lies in the fact that 20 per cent 
of the migration gains in the fast 
growing counties stemmed from 
military build-ups and greatly ex- 
panded government employment. 

For the most part, however, 
migration gains are confined to 
the larger population centers or 
other areas where strongly de- 
veloping economic activities ex- 
ist, with rural counties and small 
towns bearing the brunt of mi- 


*| gration losses. 


On the minus side of the ledger 
stand 47 counties with a sus- 
tained out-migration of over 3 
per cent a year since 1940, over 
three-fourths of which are includ- 
ed among those counties which 
have suffered large population 
declines so far in this decade. 


43 COUNTIES 


Since 1950, population losses 
equal to or in excess of the state’s 
annual rate of natural increase 
(2.1 per cent) have hit 43 coun- 
ties. 

These counties are concentrated 
in four areas at intermediate dis- 
tances from the large population 
centers. They are characterized 
by having the lowest rate of in- 
crease in manufacturing employ- 
ment and by far the largest de- 
cline in number of farms during 
this period. 

They also had the state’s high- 
est ratios of farm and non-white 
populations in 1950.

Farms in Georgia Show 


Heavy Decrease Since 1920 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 # 
Farms in Georgia are decreas- 
ing in number by nearly 4,000 
a year. 

Department of Agriculture es- 
timates place the number of 
Georgia farms in 1920 at 311,000 
as against 170,000 in 1956, a de- 
crease of about 45 per cent. 

The 1920 figure for Georgia was 
its peak in number of farms. 
Nationally, the peak was reached 
in 1935 with a total of 6,813,700 
farms. By 1956 the total was 
down to 4,968,000, a drop. of 
about 27 per cent. The down- 
ward trend in Georgia started 
some years prior to 1935. In 
that year the state had 251,000 
farms. 

The decreasing number of farms 
is attributed to various factors, 


| including expansion of metropoli- 


tan and industrial areas and con- 
solidation of farms. 

Whether the rate of decrease 
will level off soon is pretty much 
guess work, an agriculture offi- 
cial said. He recalled that a
